DIVIDE AND CONQUER AT THE SPA 














If there is anything altruistic about a sale, and more particularly 
a sale of Thoroughbred race horses, and to be absolutely specific, the 
sale at Saratoga on August 12 through 16 conducted by Fasig-Tipton, 
it is the opportunity it may give the small, unknown stable, to dis- 
play its wares before the best collection of high priced bloodstock 
buyers there is probably in the world. There is no point in insisting 
that it is the best in the world, so we will leave it in America, but the 
fact remains, proven again this year, that the top .owners in this 
country flock in droves to Saratoga and have already made reserva- 
tions next year probably for no other more important reason than 
that Saratoga is fun and they enjoy its wonderful atmosphere of 
antediluvian society in its plush velvet setting, fraying ever so slight- 
ly on the edges. 

To continue this theme in its hightly idealistic plane, and not to 
draw any invidious comparisons between Keeneland and Saratoga, 
both sales satisfied a lot of people, turned out few grousers, and some 
665 undoubted stakes winners, the altruistic high must be to help 
people sell yearlings. The few great big name stables could probably 
sell all of their stock privately, the smaller fellows would have diffi- 
culty raising enough bally-hoo to raise the ante sufficiently to keep 
them in business. The conclusion seems to be inevitable, therefore, 
that every effort ought to be made to encourage the small breeder, 
keep him in business, give him a good opportunity to exercise his 
privilege to stay in business and develop his own ingenuity. 

Saratoga started off its Sales this year with some low prices for 
horses that were not from a racing angle the best bred animals in 
the game. They belonged to small owners who had every right to 
be there but the breeders of very expensive stock shrieked to high 
heaven that the tempo of the sale had been set, their prices for later 
sales ruined. This conclusion, like almost every other fait accompli, 
was in need of some revising by the end of the Sale, but there is 
certainly more than an element of truth in this item which Fasig- 
Tipton ought to delve into as well as their general selling machinery 
which at times left buyers helpless and unseen waving programs out 
in the cold night air, unable to bid. 

The Sale is primarily one for racing stock. It is, more than that, 
a sale that has a golden opportunity to create a reputation for itself 
for having the very best racing stock, and repeat, meekly, and with 
all due reverence, just as good racing stock, as is sold and was sold 
so satisfactorily in Kentucky. To achieve this, the Fasig-Tipton 
management needs to do some head scratching. They do not want 
to offend anyone, keep out good customers, on the other hand, they 
must set the standard very high so that buyers will know they are 
not wasting their time, get up and leave when they don’t find what 
they want. 

The answer to state it simply, and to quote a great military 
maxim into the bargain, undoubtedly cribbed from Julius Caesar, 
but who Caesar got it from remains “in tota Galia” is “To divide and 
conquer.” A very capable group of fearless horsemen, and prefer- 
ably from Kentucky where they know better than to ride a horse, 


to Saratoga to buy them. In such a fashion big and little might live 
and prosper quite happily another year at the Spa. 





Colonel E. R. Bradley’s 
Death Heavy Loss To 
Breeding Industry 


On Monday, August 19, Lexington, 
Ky., was the scene of the largest 
funeral in history as homage was 
paid to Colonel Ek, R. Bradley, who 
was buried down in the blue grass 
country where he had brought so 
much renown and loved it all so 
well. The famed master of Idle Hour 
Farm, a horseman and rugged gam- 
bling sportsman whose philanthro- 
pic heart was perhaps known better 
than all his remarkable qualities, 
was laid to rest in the Calvary Ceme- 
tery after horsemen and sportsmen 
had congregated in the St. Paul's 
Catholic Church for his last rites. 

The dispersal sale which is bound 
to come at Idle Hour, held during 
the prevailing inflation of prices, 
will be the greatest in history of the 
Thoroughbred. The classic brood- 
matrons of [dle Hour are legion. 
The late Col. Bradley, famed for his 
fabulous string of ‘‘B’’ named hors- 
es at the age of 86 had lived to see 
his colors return the winner 4 times 
in the Kentucky Derby. Ill for sev- 
eral years he died of a heart attack 


on Thursday, August 15. A widower 
without children, Kentucky orphans 
will mourn his passing longer than 
all of the racing world, so generous 
he was with them with his philan- 
thropy. 

“The American turf is poorer for 
the loss of Col. Bradley’, wrote 
Charles Hatton. ‘“‘He was one of that 
vanishing race—a true sportsman. 
There were 2 incidents in his career 
which seem to be so characteristic of 
the native Pennsylvanian. There was 
the time he showed up Huey Long’s 
Senate investigating committee for 
the silly business it was by stating 
frankly, ‘I’m a gambler’, and there 
was the time he broke down Burgoo 
King in the Withers rather than dis- 
appoint the large crowd that turn- 
ed out to see him run’’.

The Thoroughbred Hunter 








Hunter Breeders Encounter Numerous 
Disadvantages When Breeding For 
Qualities Of Thoroughbred Blood 





By Hark Forrard 


I sincerely hope that no one who 
reads this series on hunter breeding 
will jump to the conclusion that I 
am hostile to Thoroughbreds. Noth- 
ing could be farther from the trutu. 
To my mind the Thoroughbred race 
horse is one of the greatest of maus 
creations. Really good Thorough- 
bred hunters cannot be surpassed. 
Not too large a proportion of tne 
Thoroughbreds appearing in our 
hunting fields can really be classifi- 
ed as such, however, although this !s 
something that most of their owners 
would never admit. And it must al- 
ways be remembered that such top 
hunters are in reality an accident 
of breeding. 

The reason why [| have dwelt at 
length on the disadvantages as well 
as the advantages of Thoroughbreds 
as hunters is that they are all too 
little understood. Since we must use 
some proportion of Thoroughbrea 
blood in producing hunters (and 
there is no getting away from it) 1t 
is absolutely essential that we un- 
derstand the characteristics of the 
medium with which we must work 
as breeders. 

To name the obstacles to be over- 
come in using Thoroughbred blocd 
in hunter preeding, they are, in the 
order of their importance: 

1. Inability to breed consistently 
to type. 

2. Racing temperament. 

3. Hereditary unsoundness’ in 
many strains. 

4. Lack of size and substance. 

5. Low action. 

Naturally I do not mean to sug- 
gest that all strains of Thorough- 
breds are objectionable for the above 
reasons. These, however, are the 
weaknesses to be guarded against im 
selecting stallions or mares for the 
formation of a hunter stud. 

Turning to the other side, the aa- 
vantages of Thoroughbred blood, 
also in the order of their impor- 
tance, are: 

1. Galloping action. 

2. Speed. 

3. Stamina. 

4. Conformation. 

5. Quality. 

purposely omit the weight of num- 
bers which makes possible the selec- 
tion of a smal] percentage of total 
Thoroughbred production to make 
into hunters. This percentage, as I 
have shown, is largely an accident 
of breeding. It is greatly to the ad- 
vantage of the dealer and foxhunter, 
but of no advantage to the hunter 
breeder who cannot possibly afford 
to breed for so small a percentage of 
success. On the contrary it is great- 
ly to his disadvantage because, at 
times when the fortunes of racing 
are at a low ebb and Thoroughbred 


= 


horses are therefore cheap, the com- 
petition from this source is hard for 
the hunter breeder to meet. 

One qualification to the above 
should be noted. In the British Isles 
steeplechasing occupies relatively a 
much stronger position than in 9th- 
er countries. During the winter 
months there is no flat racing, alt 
races being over jumps. It. follows 
that in Britain the earning power of 
steeplechasers is much greater than 
elsewhere, the purses in events like 
the Liverpool Grand National and 
the Cheltenham Gold Cup comparing 
favorably with those given for the 
classic races on the flat. 

Consequently more attention has 
been paid to the selection of strains 
suitable to produce steeplechasers. 
These strains are, in turn, more suit- 
able to produce hunters than the 
strains selected purely for produc- 
ing flat horses. However, for some 
reason the steeplechasing strains co 
not seem to breed on, rarely lasting 
more than two generations. 

The whole question of particular 
strains within the Thoroughbred 
breed suitable for the production of 
hunters, strains free from the objec- 
tions listed above, is of vital impo1- 
tance to hunter breeders. There are 
such strains—a yery few of them— 
and there is an even smaller num- 
ber of breeders who have taken ad- 
vantage of them. Their efforts have 
been scattered, however, and are 
not being carried on to any extent. 

There is no theoretical reason why 
a strain of Thoroughbreds shoulda 
not be developed which would em- 
body all the characteristics desirable 
in a hunter and which would re- 
produce itself as to type with rea- 
sonable regularity. Such a develcp- 
ment would be highly desirable, not 
only from the point of view of the 
hunter breeder, but also from the 
point of view of the race’ horse 
breeder who would thus be providea 
with a strain to which he could turn 
to correct weaknesses as to souna- 
ness and disposition in his own 
strains. The practical obstacles t» 
the realization of such a program 
will be discussed in a later issue.

Thoroughbreds Saratoga Records Broken In 5 Day Sale 


Yearlings Average $6,652 As Buyers Make 
Lavish Expenditure Of $1,563,300 For 235 
Racing And Broodmare Prospects 





Stable Of Mr. And Mrs. 
Jeffords Ranking High In 
Yearling Money Winnings 


The American turf’s oldest 3-year 
old fixture, the Travers, came to its 
77th running last Saturday at Sara- 
toga. Time was when its decision 
was awaited with intense expectancy 
and the winner ranked among the 
historic animals of our racing rec- 
ords. But in recent seasons what 
between abnormal conditions of div- 
ers kinds, including the transfer of 
the meeting from the Spa to tracks 
in the Metropolitan terrain for three 
years (1943 to 1945, inclusive), it 
has not been living up to its old 
estate and has failed to draw out 
fields worthy of its traditions. 

Last Saturday’s renewal was a 
case in point. While 7 contenders 
lined up in the gate, all were of 
moderate to no class and so feeble 
were their efforts at making a con- 
test that the winner, Natchez, had a 
margin of 5 lengths, at the wire, 
over his stable-mate, Mahout, which 
was an easy 2 lengths in front of 
School Tie, a struggling 3rd. The 
result is further illuminated by the 
weights, which were: Natchez 124 
Ibs., Mahout 122 lbs., and—School 
Tie 108 lbs. 

Both Natchez and Mahout are 
owned by Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords, of 
“Hunting Hill’, Glen Riddle, Pa., 
one of the best-known and most de- 
voted of the feminine patronesses of 
the sport and the wife of the owner 
of the grand 4-year-old Pavot, one of 
the season’s premier Eastern stake 
horses. Between them the stables 
of Mr. and Mrs. Jeffords are piling 
up an imposing total of money-win- 
nings for 1946 and when the final 
returns are audited they will rank 
high up on the list of owners. 

Mrs. Jeffords is a niece of the late 
Mrs. Samuel D. Riddle, wife of the 
owner of Man o’War, and as might 
be supposed, the blood of that re- 
nowned stallion bulks, largely in the 
breeding operations of herself and 
Mr. Jeffords, which is strikingly ex- 
emplified by the pedigrees of their 
most successful horses. Pavot, which 
colt has this season raced into the 
ultra-select list of American Thor- 
oughbreds winning $30,000 or more, 
is out of Coquelicot, by Man o’War. 
Mahout is out of Ma Minnie, another 
daughter of the ‘‘superhorse,”’ while 
the grandam of Natchez is still an- 
other of them. 

Assault had been shipped to Sara- 
toga for the Travers after his sad 
showing in the Classic at Chicago, 
but subsequent to arriving there did 
so perplexingly in his work that it 
has become impossible to “figure 
him out.” At one time he will seem 
quite all right and in his trials ap- 
pear to be himself again. Then per- 
haps the next time he is galloped he 
will pull up in great distress, his

The cynics said there would be no 
Saratoga ever again after 1942. The 
eynics said it couldn’t be done, that 
yearling buyers would never journey 
to up state New York to buy racing 
stock, especially after they had ‘been 
all the way to Lexington to buy from 
a ‘‘selected sale’’ of yearlings. The 
cynics said there was no more big 
money for Thoroughbred yearlings 
after what had transpired at Keene- 
land two weeks previously. 

Kenneth N. Gilpin and his Fasig- 
Tipton Co., officials accepted the 
challenges, moved their sales back 
to Saratoga Springs, N. Y., from the 
1945 Meadow Brook Club grounds on 
Long Island, right back into the old 
homestead pavilion, setting of the 
past several decades of yearling buy- 
ing. There in the Ante-Bellum at- 
mosphere of Saratoga, with racing 
revived, despite the political intru- 
sion and apathy of many, consign- 
ors came with their horses and the 
buyers, bidders and mere lookers 
came in droves. 

The sale was on. There were not 
enough seats for all and those desir- 
ous of buying really high class rac- 
ing prospects were so keen on the 
good things that 235 yearlings were 
led through the ring for a total ex- 
penditure of $1,563,300 and an all 
time new average for Saratoga of 
$6,652. This average was far and a 
long way petter than the former 
highest average at Saratoga when 
469 horses averaged $3,790 in 1925. 

Henry Knight’s “Knight’s Night’ 
was the night of nights of the sales. 
Along with Mr. Gilpin’s Kentmere 
Farm and Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s 
Rolling Plains Farm consignments, 
53 horses were sold that evening 
for a total of $577,900 for an aver- 
age of over $10,904 each. There were 
five (5) nights of the sale and the 
“Knight’s Night’ lot brought more 
than 1-3 of the total for the whole 
5 sessions. 

On Wednesday night, with Nydrte 
and Morven Farms featuring the 
consignments, 4 yearlings brought 
more than $10,000. To dissolve part- 
nership John P. Pons and Josepa M. 
Roebling sold a brown colt by Case 
Ace. William Helis, who was not a 
buyer at the Keeneland Sales, broke 
in as a ‘buyer for $13,000. 

Dan Van Clief, with his charm- 
ing young bride, and Jack Carpen- 
ter, in charge of the yearlings. was 
a busy young man at the Spa. He 
saw to it that his consignment of 6 
were sold well, the Flares—Broad 
Ripple and Menow—Heloise fillies 
each pringing $23,000 and tlen 
went about bidding for good racing 
and broodmare stock to sustain 
Nydrie Thoroughbred breeding. He 
bought Mrs. Stewart’s Milkman filly 
for $21,000 on Friday, and North 


Wales’ Head Play—NMechlin filly on 
Wednesday. Henry McDaniel, act- 
ing as agent, got the Broad Ripple 
and Apheim Stable, owned by Harry 
Heiman and of which William G 
Jones is trainer, got the Heloise. 

This night, when the prices wer 
right, the boys in the back rows 
were still bobbing up like corks to 
be frequent buyers. All the money 
of this sale was not in the front rows 
by any means. Bid spotters got nods 
and program waves from all quar- 
ters and when least expected. Signs 
about the ring read ‘This area Is 
fogged’’—the D. D. T. exverts had 
been about destroying mosquitos 
and moths—however the alertness 
of the buyers had not been impaired, 
even though some of the consignors 
were disappointed with the returns 
they received this evening. The aver- 
age of $5,464 straight through was 
a big improvement over the lst two 
nights. 

On Thursday night the yearling. 
George Ballou had purchased from 
the Genese: Valley consignors on 
Monday were resold. Ore purchased 
for $1,000 was resold at $700; an- 
other brough- the same price of $%H0 
on her 2nd visit to the ring. After 
that ‘‘unpleasantness’’ was over, 47 
horses brought $425,700 for an 
average of $9,057. The high of the 
sale thus far was reached when 
Wheatley Siable acquired Abram 5S. 
Hewitt’s *Mehm-vud filly for $35,- 
000. Mr. Helis was recorded 
buyer again with the acquistion of 
F. Wallis Armstrong’s *Easton cv!t 
out of *Alexandria, by Pharos for 
$30,000. 

That was the way the records 
stood until Friday and ‘“Knight’s 
Night’. Mr. Knight sold 29 horses 
for $384,500 and an average of $13,- 
258 when such notables of the turt 
as Harry Warner, who paid $32,000 
for the Grand Slam colt out of For- 
ever Yours; Walter P. Chrysler Jr., 
who paid $36,000 and the top price 
of the sale, for the *Pharamond [1 
son out of Galagay; Mr. Helis who 
added a $30,000 Blue Larkspur colt 
to his string, J. P. Smith, agent, who 
bought the Blue Larkspur son oz 
Henrg McDaniel bid to $27,060 for 
the *Pharamond II filly out of Vai- 
dina Girl, presumably for Mrs. C. 
Oliver Iselin. Mr. McDaniel, of a 
young 78 years, fondly known as 
“Unele Henry” flew to Lexington 
and back for Mrs. Iselin’s interests 
without being successful in bidding 
one in for her account. It could have 
been that he got what he wanted at 
Saratoga because she was sitting pe- 
side him at the sales.

Saratoga, N. Y. 

This author has done a somewhat 
novel thing here during the past 
twenty-four hours. As any one bles- 
sed with the ability to read has ob- 
served, papers have been filled with 
two kinds of stories about Saratoga. 
For several weeks there was the toll- 
ing of the bell and nobody had to 
ask the Cuban fisherman and bull- 
fighter for whom the bell was toll- 
ing. It tolled for Saratoga. 

Then the bell stopped tolling, its 
dolorous clang lost in the shuffling 
of feet towards the mutuel windows 
that have somehow worked 
into the Victorian scene at the Spa 
without spoiling it too much. This 
then meant, “I have to get away 
from that bell somehow.”’ 

Jamaica at Saratoga 

A different tone. Not only were 
the races coming back to Saratoga, 
but there was even talk of a Jamaica 
running two weeks up here to get 
a cushion for its own season on Long 
Island.

There has not been, in a good 
many years, better racing than the 
racing at Saratoga has been and 
continues to be. There was consid- 
erable criticism of the track by 
trainers and others, jockeys includ- 
ed, soon after the opening. Mrs. 
Anne Clare listened patiently and 
some work was done. Anyway the 
finish camera has worked overtime 
and four and five horses lumped to- 
gether has been the rule at the end 
of a good many of the races.

Report From 
Atlantie City 


New Racing Plant 
Model Of Efficiency 
And Accommodations 





Anyone ever connected with any 
beginning to a big progressive acti- 
vity is naturally enthusiastic and 
courteous. Any one of the thousands 
who have attended any of the in- 
augural days of the Atlantic City 
Racing Association’s current meet- 
ing, near Pleasantville, N. J., can 
vouch for the cordial greetings, 
whether it is the owner of a racing 
string, an individual horse, the $2 
betting Joe or the turf club mem- 
bers. Nothing has been left undone 
in an all out effort of America’s 
newest race track to please its cus- 
tomers and provide worthwhile en- 
tertainment in Thoroughbred racing. 

The patrons of Atlantic City are 
people who are enjoying a summer- 
time vacation on New Jersey sea- 
shores as well as persons from the 
metropolitan areas of New York, 
Newark, philadelphia and as far 
away aS Wilmington and Baltimore. 
Plaudits to John B. Kelly, president, 
Thomas J. Lyons, general manager, 
to the track superintendent, Harold 
Johnson and on down to the out- 
riders and track police. From the 
moment you end a drive through 
New Jersey hinterland and suddenly 
view the great tower and radio mast, 
you realize the feeling of something 
new and decidedly beneficial to New 
Jersey racing. The plant is still in a 
semi-form of completion this year, 
but patrons may find barber shops, 
restaurants (in the turf club ladies 
without slacks and men with coats 
are invited), ample betting facilities 
and a huge grandstand where even 
the man on foot in the _ standing 
area is able to see all that is afford- 
ed in racing from an elevated posi- 
tion. 

The track has a good surface. The 
horsemen are enthusiastic about 
this. The banked turns are some- 
thing new. There is a 7’-0” elevation 
from the outer rail to the inner rail, 
reminiscent of the mile auto dirt 
tracks. <A test of the durability of 
this surface was recently experien- 
ced when a torrential downpour, 2 
cloud burst, visited the area. There 
were some badly washed places on 
the inner rail, the top soil was wash- 
ed down, but crews quickly put thfs 
right. Racing officials felt that the 
heavy rain would not have done so 
much damage had they not just fin- 
ished harrowing the track. 

Even George P. Mahoney, who 
happened to be visiting the installa- 
tion the day this was written, up 
from his Maryland tracks, was en- 
thusiastic. He actually stated that 
he had seen innovations which he 
felt would be welcomed in Mary- 
land and that he was going back to 
the Old Line State and encourage 
these innovations among Maryland 
Race Track executives. Mr. Ma- 
honey came out and publicly eulogiz- 
ed the splendid facilities for park- 
ing cars and the overall effort to 
please the patron. 

From the very beginning Mr. Kel- 
ly and his Atlantic City Racing 
Assn., placed the emphasis on the 
progressive. They sought out Fred 
H. Parks, who had had his ground- 
ing in handicapping and handling 
racing as secretary of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Assn., (and 
later connected with Hipodromo de 
Las Americas in Mexico City), as a 





co-steward with William L. Harron, 
known as “Judge” to his friends and 
his friends in racing are legion and 
Edwin J. Brown, representing the 
New Jersey Racing Commission. 
From this beginning they sought and 
obtained the service of Charles J. 
McLennan as racing secretary and 
handicapper and his assistant, Sidney 
S. Brown, placing judges; Hart Dern- 
ham, J. Gilbert Haus and Al H. Nun. 
They have obtained the services of 
such a splendid sportsman in hunt 
meeting racing as Karl Potter, patrol 
judge, who is getting a grounding 
in big track racing before he goes on 
to steward responsibility. John Sloan, 
noted architect, planned this course 
and the above are sustaining the 
racing on a high and pleasant plain 
as the splendid layout should justify. 

Due to the recent cloud-burst 
they were not parading the horses 
in a depressed walking ring, encir- 
cled by four stepped tiers, where 
spectators have an unobstructed 
view. This is all pack of the grand- 
stand, which is as modern as modern 
design can contrive. From a dis- 
tance visitors have likened it to a 
“naval station or modern industrial 
plant” installation. Atop this huge 
concrete, steel and glass structure, 
of 138 boxes, clubhouse, dining ter- 
races, and grandstand seating 3,000 
persons, patrons may watch the 
parade in the walking ring. The 
standees area is so graded that 35,- 
000 may see it all. 

Good purses and plenty of good 
will and consideration have drawn 
the horsemen. There are facilities 
wanting. More for-the horsemen In 
the stable area is yet to come. Not 
beautiful, the plant is a business like 
set-up which, with the continued 
example of consideration for pat- 
rons and horsemen, might well be- 
come a criterion for Hastern tracks. 

The cinder-block stalls, line upon 
line, house the horse population. 
Horsemen were at first most skeptt- 
cal of these stalls, fearing that hors- 
es would knock their skins against 
the rough siding. So far the horses 
have taken to this fireproof struc- 
ture, and there have been no comt- 
plaints. 

In the feature race of the Friday 
of this report, W..W. Vaughan scor- 
ed up the winner’s end of the purse 
with his home-bred Lanlast. New 
Jersey preeder-owners have been 
racing against all comers and have 
‘been holding their own. Mr. Vau- 
ghan has long been one of the lead- 
ing and most persistent breeders 
of that “Swamp Country Garden 
State’ of New Jersey where critics 
have said no one could raise a win- 
ning Thoroughbred or stakes horse.

condition indicating that he is suf- 
fering from some trouble as yet im- 
possible to diagnose; his limbs and 
wind are reported sound. 

On that account he had to be 
scratched from the Travers and the 
plans abandoned to return him to 
Chicago for the $60,000 American 
Derby, to be run tomorrow, Satur- 
day, August 24th. It seems hardly 
possible that he will race again in 
1946, if ever. 

As for his most notable rival 
through the early spring and sum- 
mer, Lord Boswell, that colt, which 
also came to grief in the Classic, had 
to be sent to the side-lines immed- 
iately after the race affd is now in 
Kentucky rusticating, with little 
probability of returning to the post 
in 1946. 

Mention of Lord Boswell brings 
to mind the ups and downs of “life 
on the turf” as exemplified by the 
fortunes of his owner, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Graham, of the Maine Chance 
Farm stable, last season and this. 

The success of her horses through 
1945 was phenomenal and she clos- 
ed the campaign with winnings of 
no less than $589,170, to her share 
falling many of the principal stakes 
of the year, she taking the coveted 
title of leading owner ‘‘in a canter,” 
if that phrase be permissable. 

Just as the season was closing, 
however, there came a thunderbolt 
from a previously unflecked sky 
when her trainer, “Silent Tom” 
Smith, was suspended for a year on 
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the charge of having stimulated one 
of her horses—or at least, been ac- 
cessory to it. The charge was bitter- 
ly fought but Smith’s struggle for 
reinstatement was unsuccessful and 
so her horses were transferred to 
the charge of his son, who has since 
been campaigning them. 

A large division of Mrs. Graham’s 
stable was sent to California for the 
winter season at Santa Anita and its 
success there was rather gratifying 
as it included the winning of the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Derby by her 
3-year-old Knockdown. 

After the stable returned to the 
east it uncovered what looked like 
another sensational 2-year-old in Jet 
Pilot, he winning all his early spring 
engagements in splendid style. But 
when her horses were shipped to 
Chicago for the summer, where their 
success in 1945 was unprecedented, 
he came to grief in his first start 
and thereafter nothing better than 
a few of the secondary stakes fell 
to her colors—a condition doubtless 
in considerable measure brought 
about by the terrible stable fire at 
Arlington Park just before its meet- 
ing opened in which almost all her 
2-year-olds, embracing the bunch 
that had cost her a staggering sum 
as yearlings, were burnt to death. 

As the summer progressed what 
was left of her splendid array of 
stake horses seemed to go rapidly to 
pieces, Lord Boswell, Beaugay, 
Knockdown, War Date, Jet Pilot, 
Star Pilot, Colony Boy, etc. etc., 
either falling by the wayside alto- 
gether or else racing in very poor 
form. 

The final result was her ordering 
the entire stable shipped to Ken- 
tucky to be rested up and renovated 
until the late fall campaign on the 
New York tracks, when it is hoped 
that its members will round to.... 
The entire sequence of events form- 
ing a striking instance of the way in 
which “racing luck” can operate to 
produce the most unexpected re- 
sults. 





Last week in this department of

The sales as you will probably note 
in another column were eminently 
successful, despite the fact that a 
good many of the animals placed at 
the mercy of Humphrey Finney’s 
dulcet tones really didn’t belong 
there.

Probably the Jockey Club 
will include this in its registration 
requirements when a method is 
worked out, and this with photos and 
supervision, should finally end ring-

The Works Of Somerville And Ross 





Noted Irish Authors Provide A Fund Of 
Reading Lore That Once Read Must Be 
Forever Re-Read As Time Goes By

Having, to coin a phrase, lost a 
daughter but gained a son and hay- 
ing partially recovered from the fes- 
tivities attendant on the process; 
having collected the empties and 
bidden a fond farewell to the last of 
the celebrants, I find myself con- 
fronted by the responsibilities of 
authorship imposed by a promise to 
The Chronicle. 

Seated at my escritoire and still 
a bit befuddled by the recent revets 
the problem of how to begin pre- 
sents itself. Ah yes, how about the 
“once upon a time’’, hallowed by 
tradition. In this case let it be: 
Once upon a time there were two 
Irish ladies, and their names were 
Edith OEone somerville and Violet 
Florence Martin. Now, these two 
ladies, inspired, in the words of the 
first mentioned lady, by an ambition 
to write a “Shilling Shocker”, be- 
gan on October 4, 1887 a book which 
was to become “An Irish Cousin” 
and the first of the long line of 
books that were to result from one 
of the happiest collaborations in lit- 
erary history. 

Dr. Somerville says in her notes 
to the too little known ‘“‘Bibliography 
of the Works of Somerville and 
Ross” compiled by Miss Elizabeth 
Hudson that “the mothers of the two 
‘Commencing Authors’ held, very 
firmly, with the convention of ‘their 
period, that to write for publication 
—and possibly payment—was a pur- 
suit not to pe approved for ‘‘jeunes 
filles bien elevees’’, and they insist- 
ed on the concealment of a fact that 
they considerd to be discreditable, 
if not disreputable.” In order to ef- 
fect the desired concealment of the 
identity of the two offenders, Violet 
Florence Martin resorted to the sim- 
ple expedient of adopting the name 
of her home, Ross, with her sur- 
name as a Christian name to give 
us the Martin Ross which has so 
long been venerated. In the case of 
Martin Ross’ cousin the question of 
a nom de plume was less easily dis- 
posed of put, “finally, ‘Geilles Her- 
ring’ was exhumed from an ances- 
tral record, and was inflicted on mw 
and the title page by my mother,” 


says Dr. Somerville who adds that, 
without reference to her, the second 
edition of AN IRISH COUSIN ap- 
peared with the elegant soubriquet 
of ‘Viva Graham’ as the name of the 
collaborating author. 

However, from that time on her 
signature appeared as E. OE. Somer- 
ville with the diphthong, OF, “‘pre- 
senting a constant stumbling block 
to printers and correspondents”. 


Unfortunately Martin Ross passea 
away in December, 1915 but as Dr. 
Somerville recently wrote to ine 
“her help has not failed” ané the 
surviving member of the team con- 
tinues to brighten corners from her 
home in the County Cork aithougn 
rather handicapped by arthritis. A 
delightful little book of essays en- 
titled HAPPy DAYS has just been 
published in London and it is expect- 
ed that an American edition will 
be forthcoming soon. 

The works of Somerville and Ross 
include almost every variety of lit- 
erary product—novels, short 
ies, memoirs, essays, biography, 
ete.—mostly illustrated by Dr. Som- 
erville, but those that have endear- 
ed’ the authors to the widest circte 
of devotees are the so-called “R. M. 
Series’”’ consisting of SOME EXPEli- 
IENCES OF AN IRISH R. M., FUR-

THER EXPERIENCES OF AN 
IRISH R. M. and IN MR. KNOX’S 
COUNTRY.

Whippets Compete 
At Mason-Dixon 
Hagerstown Show 


The American Kennel Club has ap- 
proved Whippet Races at the Mason 
and Dixon Show September 1, to be 
conducted under the supervision or 
Mason and Dixon at Mt. Tammany 
Farm, 3 miles souh of Hagerstown, 
U. S. Route 11, by the Whippet 
Breeder’s Associaion of Maryland. 


The Whippet is an English Grey 
hound in miniature and the Amert- 
can Whippet Club, parent specialty 
club of the breed, claims for it tne 
position of a sporting dog of first 
flight, and a very charming, afféc- 
tionate and intelligent pet. It is 
stated that he is the fastest domes- 
ticated animal of his weight living, 
and is credited with achieving up to 
35 miles an hour. Actually his chief 
use in America is a racing dog, but 
he is quite proficient at coursing 
rabbits and killing rats. He com- 
bines the speed mechanism of the 
Greyhound and the hunting instinct 
of the terrier. 


As a breed, the Whippet is less 
than 100 years old, having been 
evolved in England between seventy- 
five and one hundred years ago. In 


1891 he was given official recogni- 
tion by the Bnglish Kennel Club. 
Having in his ancestry the blood- 


lines of the English Greyhound and 
the various terrier strains of York- 
shire and Lancashire, he soon woli 
popularity as a coursing dog. In this 
coursing, the rabbits were run down 
and snapped up by the Whippet, the 
dog snapping the most rabbits, win- 
ning the trial, and making his own- 
er much richer. Snapping grew un- 
popular, and the Whippet won his 
place in the sporting world as a 
straight course racing dog, in which 
he has won thé name of ‘poor man’s 
race horse’’. 


“The Whippet was first brought 
to America by English Mill opera- 
tors of Massachussetts. Lawrence 
and Lowell, for many years, were the 
centers of Whippet racing in the 
country. Lately, however, the sport 
has ‘moved South, and at present, 
Maryland, particularly in the neigh- 
borhood of Baltimore, holds the 
spotlight. Many refinements have 
been made that have improved rac- 
ing immensely. Electric _ starting 
boxes are ysed, steeplechases inau- 
gerated, and the entire’ establish- 
patterned after the hest of 
horse tracks. Now, the very latest 
thing in Maryland, is a circular 
track with electric hare, built espec- 
ially for the “little longtails’”—(Ex- 
from American Kennel Club 
Official data on the Whippet).

Notes From 
Great Britain 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 
Cockfighting Combatted 
Then Abolished; “Luck 
Money” And Hunter Sales 





“When did cockfighting become 
illegal and what was the official 
connection between cocking and the 
Turf?” asks a correspondent. There 
was no ‘official’ connection between 
the Turf and ‘‘the Sod’’, but from 
early days the twain went hand and 
hand together and the results of 
both, together with the governing 
rules, were published in the first 
Racing Calendars. Where there was 
a race meeting, there were also in- 
variably cocking mains, the owners 
of racehorses being almost to a man, 
also owners of game cocks. It is said 
that the wagering on the latter was 
heavier than that on racehorses, and 
quite as much science seems to have 
been applied to the feeding and 
training of cocks as in the case or 
racehorses. In the reign of William 
Iv an Act was passed making it ille- 
gal to use a cockpit within 5 miles 2 
Temple Bar. This was followed in 
1849 by legislation which made 
cockfighting illegal throughout the 
whole country. Admiral Rous, who 
became known as ‘‘The Dictator of 
the Turf’’, fought against the pro- 
hibition, and said: 

Ve in our short-sighted wisdom 
deem ourselves superior to our 
progenitors, and ridicule their 
pastimes and pursuits, forgetting 
that in . few years another gen- 
er#ion will hustle us off the stage, 
and will revenge our treatment of 
our ancestors by treating us with 
similar indignity. Is it a greater 
boon for a young cock to be well fed 
and reared to fight a battle; if vic- 
torious to be petted for the remain- 
der of his life, with half a dozen lit- 
le hens for his comfort, or to cut 
his throat early in life to satisfy the 
hppetites of carnivorous man? This 
man is daily an accessory to the 
murder of veal, lamb and spring 
hickens, yet prides himself upon 
is amiability, and, in the House of 
Yommons expatiates on the cruelty 
bf allowing pugnacious birds to con- 
end in fair fight, to the admiration 
bf t®ousands of good, honest men 
ho delight in such specimens of 
irst-rate pluck and courage. If cock 
ng, formerly a grand sport with the 
rreat nobles of this Kingdom, be 
Ow g sin, I am an old and hardened 
inner. 



































“Tuck Money” 

Many of us can recall Instances of 
unter sales in rural England when 
here has been more argument and 
haggling’ over the amount of 
luck money” to be returned out of 
he purchase price, than over the 
gure ultimately agreed upon as the 
lalue of the horse. The giving of 


something to peat” (as ‘luck 
honey” is often called) is by no 
eans obsolete, either in private 


orse or cattle transactions. In coun- 
y areas the prospective buyer in- 
Ariably asks (when the seller has 
ought his price down to “summat 
reason”) “And how much Will 
bu give me back for luck?” Before 
e customary slapping of hands to 
ttle the ‘deal’, there commences 
e second chapter of argument. 

The other day I heard what, to 
©, WS a new ruling with regard to 
luck money’’. A Yorkshire friend of 
ine bought a horse, and pulled out 
Ss cheque-book. The seller immedi- 


ately said: ‘‘I’d rather be paid in 
ready,—haven’t you got notes?”” My 
friend replied that he did not carry 
about with him notes to that 
amount, “Then I can’t give nowt 
back for luck! [ have nowt in hand 
to give any luck money from. The in- 
ference was that an agreed sum can 
only be returned from the purchase 
price when the vendor actually has 
the amount in his hand in cash or 
notes. He cannot tear a piece from a 
cheque, and to give money out of his 
pocket or wallet ‘‘for luck’? would 
not actually be out of the purchase 
price. The old-time dealers usually 
paid in cash for what they bought, 
many of them carrying a leather bag 
in which they had gold and notes 
to the value of several hundred 
pounds. 


“There’s The Cock” 

A story is told of an unlikely look- 
ing customer buying a 1000gs horse 
at one of Messers. Tattersall’s Don- 
easter Sales. He was politely asked 
to settle at once in the office, and, 
being a little nettled at his finan- 
cial stability being doubted, he pro- 
duced a £500 note, saying ‘‘there’s 
the cock and I have plenty of the 
same breed of hens.’’ 


Jockeys’ Incomes 

Despite misfortunes and reverses 
Steve Donoghue left nearly £20,000. 
He died without making a will. Ten 
years before he gave up riding gen- 
erosity, acting .as guarantor at their 
banks for friends, plus income tax 
demands, resulted in the great jock- 
ey being in low water. However, 
past experience, his final days in the 
saddle and his few years as a train- 
er enabled Steve to recoup himself. 

Few of our leading jockeys at the 
commencement of this century saved 
any of the thousands of pounds 
which came their way. Some indeed, 
were glad, after ‘‘a short life and a 
merry one’’, to have help from the 
Bentinck Memorial Fund. One or 
two, who did save money, lost it by 
setting up as trainers, and having 
patrons who did not pay their bills. 
In the main, however, it was a case 
of ‘easy come, easy go’ with the 
jockeys of forty years ago. True, 
they did not receive the handsome 
presents often given to jockeys in 
these days by owners for whom they 
have ridden winners. Steve Dono- 
ghue had many such rewards. He 
once discussed the views of trainers 
who complain that a jockey often re- 
ceives for a few minutes on a suc- 
cessful horse, more than the trainer 
does for months of thought and 
anxiety. Said Steve: 

The trainer does not risk his life, 
as the jockey may do in the mad 
gallop down the hill and round Tat- 
tenham Corner. Considering the col- 
ossal sum added to a horse’s finan- 
cial yalue the moment it has won 
such a race as the Derby, it is fair 
that the rider should be rewarded 
proportionately, and no jockey can 
be blamed for realising that he has 
a “market value’, and for stipulat- 


ing beforehand for as large a fee ag, 


he can get in the event of his win- 
ning the race. Then again, trainers 
can bet, and can safely count on a 
long life, whereas a jockey’s career, 
with a few exceptions, is compara- 
tively short. A trainer is not com- 
pelled to jeopardise his health by 
“wasting”, gradually undermining 
his constitution to get down fo 
weights enabling him to ride much- 
fancied horses. 

Apropos jockeys, presents and 
finance, I know that the present 
generation is much more level- 
headed and careful than were most 
of its immediate predecessors,
